Be it enacted by.the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Sectiox 1. That section four of an act entitled an act
to organize a board of education for the city of Wabasha,
approved March second, one thousand eight hundred and
sixty-six, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read
as follows:

reports of their conditiéon to the board, and-cause said re-

newspaper printed in said city, such notice to specify tho

amount of bonds proposed to be issued, and the place, day

and hour at which the vote will be taken, the manner of

taking the vote to be the same as at the annual district

election, if a majority of those voting at such meeting shall

be in {avor of issuing the proposed amount of bonds, then

the said board shall be authorized to issue the same in such

sums and payable at such time within ten years from their

date as they may think best. Provided, That not more

than one-fifth of said bonds shall be made payable in any

one year. No bonds issued under authority of this

act, shall be sold or negotiated by said board of education

for less than their par value, nor shall said bonds or the

proceeds thereof be used or appropriated for any purposes
-'whatever other than the erection, completion and furnish-

ing of a school house in and for said ecity of Wabasha.

Said board of education or their successors are au-

thorized and it is bereby made their duty on or before the
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first day of September of the year preceeding the time
when the bonds or their interest first due shall become
payable and each and every year thereaftor until the pay-
ment of said bonds and interest is fully provided for, to
make an estimate of the amount which shall be necessary
to provide for the payment of the bonds and the interest
which shall become due and payable during the next suc-
ceeding year, and shall include therein an additional
amount equal to twenty per cent. thereof, and shall levy
or cause the same to be done, a tax sufficient to raise the
said sum upon the taxable property of said district, which
taxes shall be payable in money only, and shall coustitute
a fund for the payment of said bouds and the interest
thereon. :

Seo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in full force
trom and after its passage.
